SET FORTH BY MR. RICHARDS. 


NOTES HARRISON'S ADDRESS. 


His Statement That Congress Can 
Force Shocking Laws on Terri- 
tories Is Vigorously Denied. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.--Solicitor General 
Richards, in behalf of the government, has 
filed in the United States Supreme Court a 
brief in the cases brought by Elias 8S. A. de 
Lima, Samuel B. Downes, Hienry W. Dooley, 
Carlos Armstrong and George W. Crossman 
against either George R. Bidwell, collector 
of the port of New York, or the United 
States directiy, all involving questions of 
the taxing relations between the United 
States and our insujar possessions. 

The statement of the government's stand- 
ing ground leads it up to the notice, which 
it takes of ex-President Harrison's address. 
Of this address. Sulicitor-General Richards’ 
brief says: 

“In a recent address, a portion of which 
I understand has been brought to the at- 
tention of the court, a distinguished states- 
man and lawyer affects to believe that if 
the view of the government is correct, Con- 
gress could, without International objec- 
tion, pass a Porto Rican act providing for 
a number of shocking things. 

“The government has never asserted and 
does not belleve that Congress has the pow- 
er of a despot in Porto Rico. The funda- 
mental. limitations in favor of personal 
rights which are formulated in the consti- 
tution, and its amendments referred to by 
Mr. Justice Bradley, stand in the way of 
everything suggested which shocks the mor- 
al sense. Congress could not pass any ex 
post facto law or declare an aitainder, or 
grant any title of nobility, or provide for 
the trial and punishment of treason other 
than in the way marked out by the consti- 
tution, all these things being prohibited by 
direct and appliable provisions. If the first 
amendments do not limit, by direct applica- 
tion, Congress in legislating for our new 
possessions, neither do they operate within 
the states which compose the Union... As 
this court, app eting by Chief Justice Watite, 
said in ‘lt’. S. vs. Crulkshank et al. (92 U. S 
541, 562), the first amendment to the consti- 
tution prohibts Congress from abridging 
the right of the people to assemble and to 
petition the government for a redress of 
grievances.’ 

“This, like the other amendments pro- 
posed and adopted at the same time, was 
not intended to limit the powers of the state 
governments in respect to their own citi- 
zens, but to operate upon the national gov- 
ernment alone.”’
